gled sharply with Acheson at the 
senate's MacArthur inquiry both 
on the question of an armistice 
and on President Truman's right 
in the first place to send U. S. 
troops to Korea without congres- 
sional approval. 


Under Gillette's questions, Ache- 


eon said the U. S. commander in 
Lhe field has the right to "bring 


an armistice." But he said 


other UN members would be con- 
sulted. 


Gillette Doesn't Agree 


Gillette said he doesn't agree 


that is necessary. 


"I may say that I deplore your 


interpretation and repudiate it per- 
sonally," he told Acheson. 


Gillette insisted that the United 


States, given what Acheson said 


^vas "full command" in the field, 
xiould act "subject to a report to 
the security council and nothing 
more."

It was Acheson's fourth day of 


testimony at hearings by the sen- 
ate armed services and foreign re- 
lations committees on the ouster 
of Gen. Douglas MacArthur from 
his commands. Acheson was dis- 
missed from the witness chair for 
the day at 11:13 a. m., but was 


• %sked to return at 9 a. m. tomor- 


row. The day's hearings were cut 
short so the committee members 
could attend a senate session. 


Testifies Two Hours 


During his two hours of testi- 


mony today, Acheson told the sen- 
ators: 


1. The United States counts on 


convincing other United Nations, 
members that the "Communists 
rannot shoot their way" into the 


®UN, rather than. figuring on a 


veto to keep Red China out of the 
international organization. But he 
said that if the United States ever 
finds itself in the minority on the 
UN security council, it can ask 
the world court to determine 
whether a veto would bar the seat- 
ing of Bed China there. He has 
questioned whether a veto could 
b« used to bar the seating of new 


^.representatives of a nation which 
^ias been made a permanent mem- 


ber of the security council. 


2. He thinks Russia had "com- 


plete domination" over the govern- 
ment of North Korea. He said: 
"It certainly trained that army, 
and it was an offensive army, arm- 
ed for offense." 


3. The bombing of Manchuria in 


his opinion "would have much more 
of a tendency to bring on a general 


^enlargement of hostilities" than 


freeing Chinese Nationalist troops 
on Formosa to attack the main

AH the precincts in the other counties had been reported and 


Bracken held a slight lead over Pires.

"price and wage control protest 
meetings" will be held throughout 
Illinois this month, Charles B. 
Shuman. president of the Illinois 
Agricultural a s s o c i a t i o n , an- 
nounced today. 


The purpose of the meetings is 


to build interest in and spread in- 
formation about why price con- 
trols should be ended June 30, 
Shuman said. Congressional action 
is required to extend controls be- 
yond that date. 


Farm Bureau leaders from all 


Illinois counties and representa- 
tives of business, industry and con- 
sumer groups, will attend, accord- 
ing to the IAA president. The 
IAA. the statewide Farm Bureau 
organization with more than 183,- 
000 farm families as members, will 
sponsor the meetings. 


"We are opposing extension of 


controls because they disrupt the 
regular channels of production and 
distribution that have proved their 
worth by giving us our present 
American standard of living." Shu- 
man said. "Controls arc certain 
to lead to rationing, black markets 
and subsidies. 


"Extension of price and wage

State Farmers Barely Missed 
Setting Fertilizer Record 


URBANA—Illinois farmers just 


missed setting a new record in 
1950 for applying plant foods to 
their soils. 


Touby Kurtz and N. G. Pieper, 


soils authortiies in the Illinois col- 
lege of agriculture, report today 
that Illinois farmers put on 1,012,- 
170 tons of all plant foods last 
year. This is only 10,000 tons less 
than the 1948 record. They base 
their report on figures supplied 
voluntarily by fertilizer firms reg- 
istered in Illinois. 


The 1950 tonnage—up 11 per 


cent over 1949—was due to large 
increases in potash and nitrogen 
carriers. 
Potash sales jumped 


about one-third over 1949, and ni- 
trogen sales were also up sub- 
stantially. 


For the last half of 1950, Illi- 


nois farmers bought 124,000 tons 
of mixed fertilizers, 363,000 tons 
of rock and collodial phosphate 
and 51,000 tons of other materials

First Corn Borer 
Egg Masses Found 
In SW Illinois 


CHAMPAIGN—(AP)—The first 


corn borer egg masses this yeaj'i^ 
iave been found in southwestern 
Illinois bringing a prediction of 
the first hatching within a, week, 
the University of Illinois and state 
natural history said Saturday. 


In the second weekly report on 


corn borer developments, Dr. G.. 
C. Decker( chief entomologist of 
the survey said: 


"The first European corn borer 


egg masses were 'found in the 
East St. Louis market gardet.,1 
area late this week. Sweet corn 
growers whose plants are beginn- 
ing to show tassel and who plan 
to treat with DDT should watch 
their fields carefully for signs of 
an egg hatch which may come 
within a week. 


"Treatment should be started 


when the first egg hatch occurs. 
First egglaying should occur on 
early market sweet corn in Rock. 
Island 
Kankakee counties 
thife* 


week." 


Decker said that "at present it 


still appears that only the earliest 
planted field com will require 
treatment, but final estimates of 
the need fortreatment can not be 
made for a few more weeks." 


He explained that "egg mass 


counts and plantheight will de- 
termine the need for treatment. 
Many eggs will be laid on smal 
corn, but survival will be so 
that treatment will not pay. A 
close check will be kept on the 
progress of the corn borer and 
correlated with corn growth." 


Sweet Sudan Grass 
Suggested to Keep 
Cow Milking Heat; YJ 


URBANA—Sweet Sudan grass 


was highly recommended today by 
a University of Illinois dairyman t 
to keep your cows milking heavily 
during the hot summer months, 
when production often drops. 


C. S. Rhode says that during 


July and August you can expect 
one to three more cans of milk a 
day from a 20-cow herd on good 
sweet Sudan pasture. 
Smaller^, 


herds will increase proportionate-" 


He emphasizes too that one 


acre of good sweet Sudan will 
normally feed two cows, and that's 
a pretty high carrying capacity. 


Sweet Sudan is recommended 


because it stays in good condi- 
tion for grazing for a longer time 
and is more resistant to fungus 
diseases than the common vari- 
ety. 
•§. 


You can seed sweet Sudan air 


25 to 35 pounds an acre at corn- 
planting time or soon after. Ma- 
nuring the field or applying oth- 
er fertilizer at seeding time helps 
to asure abundant feed. 


To guard against prussic acid 


poisoning, keep stock off sweet 
Sudan until it is at least 18 inches 
tall. Feed them well in the barn 
before turing them out for the 
first time. And take them off 
pasture for three or four 
when new growth starts after a 
long drought or light frost.

Nursing Pigs 
like Hulled 
Oats Best 


URBANA—Nursing pigs like 


hulled oats best of any feed in 
their creep ration, according to 
University of Illinois tests. And 
creep feeding pigs with rations 
they like makes them gain fast- 
er. 


That's the result of a creep- 


feeding experiment last fall with 
36 pigs. For 40 days they had free 
choice of 16 different feeds, and 
they preferred hulled oats. by a 
wide margin. 


The pigs ate 360 pounds total 


feed, and 44 per cent—Just under 
one-half—Of it was hulled oats. 
Another 20 per cent was a three- 
to-one mixture of rolled oats and 
molasses concentrate, while 14 per 
cent was a pig starter ration in 
pellet form and another nine per 
cent was the same pig starter in 
meal form. Seven per cent of the 
total fed was a three-to-one mix- 
ture of dry skim milk and molas- 
se- concentrate. 


The other 11 feeds each made 


up one per cent or less of total 
feed eaten. 


R. J. Meade, assistant in ani- 


mal science who conducted the 
test, found that the pigs seemed 
'.o prefer pelleted rations to the 
same feed in meal form. And they 
ate more of the mixtures contain- 
ing molasses than of the same 
mixtures without molasses.

"The gold coins of Great 


Britain, Portugal. Brazil, Prance. 
Spain, Mexico and Columbia, and 
the silver dollars of Spain, Mexico. 
Peru, Chile, Central America, Bo- 
livia, and the five-franc pieces of 
Prance. These coins had to be of 
full weight, for if they were under 
they were .not acceptable other- 
wise as substitutes for United 
States coinage." 


"One reason these ' coins were 


used was that our own silver coin- 
age contained so much silver that 
it was worth more as bullion than 
as money, the result was that 
merchants and others receiving 
coins melted them into bullion 
which was sold at a profit. Our 
gold coins disappeared from circu- 
lation for the same reason. Con- 
gress sought to remedy this situa- 
tion in 1834 by reducing the gold 
content of the eagle, half eagle, 
and the quarter eagle in order to 
make/them circulate aa money. 
Unfortunately the silver in the sil- 
ver dollar was unchanged by this 
act, with the result that the silver 
dollar did not circulate as money. 
In 1937, however, there was a 
slight reduction in the amount of 
pure silver in the silver coins, 
which consisted of the dollar, half- 
dollar, quarter-dollar, dime and 
half-dime."

ness grew from one store on Chicago's south side to a na- 
tion-wide chain of more than 400 outlets. 


From this single store, opened by Charles R. Walgreen, 


Sr., at 4143 Cottage Grove avenue, also has developed a sys- 
tem of service facilities including a modern, three story drug 
manufacturing laboratory in Chicago, 10 commissaries and 
ice cream plants, 12 warehouses, and four photo film finish- 
ing studios.

The Walgreen name has become a household word in 


hundreds of communities through advertisements in 220 
newspapers, radio programs in 10 cities and television prq- 
grams in four metropolitan centers. The company's first 
experiment with newspaper advertising was in 1920. Results 
were so favorable that newspapers continued as one of the 
company's major advertising mediums ever since. 


Walgreen history, a testimonial to the American system 


of free enterprise, starts in the mid-western town of Dixon, 
111. Born of Swedish parents, the senior Walgreen attended 
public school and business college, and worked as a factory 
hand before coming to Chicago at the age of 19.

He started work in a small neighborhood drug store and 


studied pharmacy at night, becoming a registered pharmacist 
after four years of such study.

Claims Mrs. Roosevelt, Drew Pearson Elaborate on 


Lies About Gen. MacArthur

The recall of General MacArthur and the great patriotic acclaim 


vhich greeted him, touched off a revival of the lies with which 
Eleanor Roosevelt and other members of that cult had tried to injure 
lim in times past Drew Pearson circulated the lying statement that 


MacArthur put on his full-dress uniform ere he took 
to .the street in compliance with a military order 
from the secretary of war to put down a violent in- 
surrection against the government in the shadow of 
the capltol. 


The Empress made the mistake of elaborating 


the lies about the roles of President Hoover and 
General MacArthur and presenting 
them in 


the official version of this cult soon after she took 
her pitch over to McCall's magazine in 1949. When 
General Pat Hurley, who had been President Hoo- 
ver's secretary of war, jammed her lie down her 


wStlTroo¥>e«i« throat in a statement which McCall's felt obliged 


o print. La Boca Grande still hadn't the decency to admit that she 
had lied and to apologize. In dealing with such people it is not 
iccessary to affect an artificial deference, but Hurley did couch 
its devastating denial in sarcastic flounces which, to some readers, 
may have seemed sincere. She, herself, could not have been deceived 
lowever, for she knows his true opinion of her. 


She accused both Hoover and MacArthur of cowardly fear and 


vas, as usual, unmoved by the criminal violence of mobs incited and 
directed by Communist traitors. 


"I shall never forget my feeling of horror when I realized that 


the army had actually been ordered to fire on the veterans," she 
wrote in McCalls. "This one Incident shows what fear can make 
people do. Mr. Hoover was a Quaker; and General MacArthur, his 
shier of staff, must have known how many veterans would resent the 
rder and never forget it." Later, in the book version, she withdrew 
the lie about the order to the troops to shoot.

around Roosevelt's private office 
during a period when he was in 
the fee of the Crosley Radio Com- 
pany, of Cincinnati, at $20,000 a 
year.

Michel- 
son was its lobbyist with a desk in 
the White House and the favor 
was granted.

In reply to this and voluminous 


other proof that she lied, the 
Roosevelt woman wrote merely 
that "I simply stated my Impres- 
sions of that day, derived from 
the press which I happened to 
read. I know others had similar 
impressions but I am glad to have 
an authentic account published 
and I only wonder why It was not 
done much sooner." She offered 
no apology and was content to 
leave the impression that after 17 
years she relied on her unverified 
memory of newspaper reports.

Earth Goes on Feeding Us 
Despite Dire Prophecies

There's always something that 


cornea along; to confound the ex- 
perts. In fact it la a lot of fun to 
prove that the experts are wrong; 
witness the popularity of some 
radio shows. Of course experts are 
more often right than wrong, but 
when they do make a mistake it 
is likely to be a honey. 


About one hundred and forty 


years ago there lived a scholarly 
Englishman named Malthus, who 
predicted that before so very long 
the number of people on the face 
of the globe would be so enormous 
that the land could not feed them. 
Jm that cbmpartively short period 
of time the world's population has 
multiplied more than fourfold and 
starvation is probably no more 
widespread than it was then. 


What has happened to prove 


Malthus wrong—at least so far— 
is that the earth has been made 
more productive. New areas have 
been explored and opened up to 
cultivation, and the yield of food 
substances per acre of land has 
been enormously increased by a 
multitude of methods, such as fer- 
tilization, irrigation, new tools, 
and better seeds. 


It isn't fair to throw the book 


at Malthus alone. About 20 years 
ago when the United States was 
in the great depression, the birth 
rate fell off and stayed that way 
for several years. The experts 
quite properly got out pencil and 
paper and figured that the United 
States was going to reach its peak 
population in a few years and 
then there would not be quite 
enough babies born to replace the 
old folk who passed away. 
EXPERTS FOOLED 


Well, the depression finally end- 


ed and war loomed on the horizon. 
Anyway, the birth rate started to 
go up by leaps and bounds and 
all estimates had to be completely 
revised. 


Perhaps it would be best to, say 


that the experts weren't wrong 
but the pwple didn't behave as 
the experts thought they were 
going to. 


It stands to reason that in time 


the population of the world will 
reach a point where the good 
earth can feed no more. There 
have been many learned discus- 
sions of where this point lies. As 


long as new things keep cropping 
up—like artificially produced rain, 
for example—any prophecy in this 
regard will be a pretty hazardous 
proposition.

High Tribunal 
Okays Trials 
Of U. S. Reds 


WASHINGTON— (AP)—Wide- 


spread prosecutions of individual 
members of the U. S. Communist 
party for plotting violent over- 
throw of this government appeared 
certain today. 


The supreme court opened the 


doors for an extensive program of 
such actions when it upheld yes- 
terday the convictions of 11 top 
officials of the party charged with 
a conspiracy of 
force 
against 


constituted U. S. authority. 


In an historic ,6-2 decision de- 


livered by Chief-Justice Vinson, 
the court held constitutional the 
1940 Smith act outlawing plots of 
violence, and said the activities of 
the Communist leaders involved 
"a clear and present danger" to 
the United States. 


The group, the court said, "In- 


tended to overthrow the govern- 
ment of the United 
States as 


speedily as the 
circumstances 


would permit." 


Jail terms up to five years and 


fines of $10,000 assessed against 
the 11 in the New York federal 
district court in October, 1949, 
after a long and stormy trial, were 
affirmed. 


This was the sort of decision on 


Communist designs which the jus- 
tice department has been working 
for years to get from the highest 
tribunal. 
The 
court had never 


previously ruled directly on the 
issue. 


Raymond P. Whearty, one of 


Attorney General McGrath's top 
assistants in the criminal division, 
told the house appropriations com- 
mittee last year the department 
was marking time on "a program 
of extensive suits to prosecute 
members of the Communist party." 


It was thought that prosecu- 


tions might be confined to less 
than 100 cases—Communists of at 
least local leadership stature — 
although Whcarty said the justice 
department has 12,000 possible 
cases on file.

tent of permitting hot pursuit of 
attacking enemy aircraft up to 
two or three minutes flying time 
into Manchuria air space. 


"It is contemplated that UN air- 


craft would limit themselves to 
repelling enemy aircraft engaged 
in offensive missions into Korea. 


Enumerates Reasons 


"We believe this would be a 


minimum reaction to extreme pro- 
vocation, would not itself affect 
adversely the attitude 
of the 


enemy toward Korean operations, 
would serve as a warning, and 
would add greatly to the morale 
of UN pilots who are now prevent- 
ed from taking minimum defense 
measures and for whom in case of 
bomber pilots it is impossible Un- 
der existing conditions to provide 
adequate air cover."

By pre-war standards, attend- 


ance this season would rate from 
"good" to "excellent." But 
the 


rough rub is in "far higher operat- 
ing costs. Many more fans are 
needed to stay In business these 
days than a club needed in 1939 
or 1940 when a dollar would get 
the infield grass cut and trimmed. 


Generally speaking, baseball had 


its biggest money seasons In 1947 
and 1948. Fans began to slacken 
in 1949 and 1950. That slackening 
process 19 increasing.

for a month, legislation to boost 
truck license fees $28.000,000 a 
year was slated for a test vote to- 
day by the Illinois house motor 
vehicles committee.

Serge Koussevitzky, Symphony 
Conductor of World Fame, Dies 


BOSTON — (AP) — Serge A. 


Koussevitzky, who rose from hum- 
ble Russian beginnings to world 
fame as conductor of the Boston 
symphony orchestra, died last 
night at the age of 77. 


He had been in poor health since 


he was stricken with a virus in- 
fection in Phoenix, Ariz., last win- 
ter, forcing him to cancel a plan- 
ned tour through Europe as guest 
conductor. 


But until he had to be removed 


to the New England Medical Cen- 
ter recently he was collaborating 
with Boris Goldovsky, a Boston 
composer and conductor, on an 
opera, "Pique Dame." 


Retired In 1949 


The daring and colorful Kousse- 


vitzky laid down his brillian baton 
as the Boston symphony's conduc- 
tor at the close of the 1948-49 
season after serving in that capac- 
ity for 25 years—the longest any 
leader served in the orchestra' his- 
tory. 


During that span critics heaped 


upon him such praise as: "The 
greatest conductor in our time . . . 
matchless virtuoso . . . incompar- 
able master of string tone." 


Early 
in his Boston career, 


Koussevitzky had said he lived 
only for music and the older Bos- 
tonians responded by treasuring 
their symphony seats like heir- 
looms and then passing them on 
to a succeeding generation.
